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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The argument fails to persuade the examiner. 
For example; the applicant argues that the final rejection of the claims relies on a misreading of Yi and claim 1 requires "an interleaver 
coupled to first encoder and the interleaver interleaving turbo encoded from the first turbo encoder". Unlike the assumptions of the 
applicant, the examiner believes that the system of Yi teaches or describes general implementation of turbo encoders in a digital 
communication system comprising a first turbo encoder for encoding source information, an interleaver for interleaving the source 
information and a second turbo encoder for encoding the interleaved digital source. Therefore, the applicants' argument although 
acknowledged, has not been found to be convincing. Further, there is no specific teaching in the specification about the implementaion of 
the applicant's turbo encoders except the applicant in the argument argues that the applicant's turbo encoders are different. However, the 
examiner would like to point out that any encoder or coder that addes turbo codes to a source signal or data is known as "turbo encoder 
or turbo coder or RSC encoder ....etc... Furthermore, The examiner advice the applicant to refer to Yi's turbo encoders similar to the 
claim language in which the applicant uses the phrase "turbo encoders" . 
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
